SUPPLEMENTARY PLANT LIST 


This list is small and the descriptions are short for space will not permit a lengthy discourse, but 
we can assure you all the plants listed below are well worthy of a place in your rock garden. 


ALYSSUM MURALE (argenteum) An easily grown plant that makes nice bushy clumps of neat silvery 
gray leaves and a continuous shower of yellow flowers on 12 inch stems from Spring to Fall.

DIANTHUS SAMMY. One of the prettiest little pinks for the rock garden. Neat 2 inch high mats of 


glaucous foliage, covered with tiny double pink carnations in May and June.

IBERIS GIBRALTARICA. An evergreen candytuft very similar to I. sempervirens in growth, but it has 


large clusters of showy pinkish flowers in Spring and sometimes in Fall.
